A word of wisdom here and 
there all helps public opinion which as a whole is still a 
bit elementary about bird life and the protection that 
the rarer kinds need.

EDITORIAL. 


Fifteen months ago the idea of the Royal Navy 
having its own bird-watching society was submitted to 
the Admiralty. In very quick time approval had been 
given and the original A.F.O. promulgated. Since then 
over two hundred and fiftv people -have joined the 
R.N.B.W.S. Almost every branch of the Navy is repre- 
sented and in addition we have members from the Royal 
Australian, Royal Canadian and Royal New Zealand 
Navies; from the Nautical College, Pangbourne, the Sea 
Cadet Corps and the American Weather Bureau. 


We are very happy to welcome the Field Club of 
the Royal Naval College, Dartmouth as an affiliated 
society. 


We may perhaps be rightly critiscized for attempt- 
ing to produce an Annual Report containing records so 
soon after our formation. Despite the fact that this 
has resulted in a rather scanty and unoriginal list of 
records we have decided, for historical reasons, to go 
ahead with the report. We apologise to our more 
critical readers for giving them little new in 
ornithological matter and, in some cases, for producing 
it without reference to previous relevant literature. 


As you probably know the R.N.B.W.S.,was formed 
with the main object of watching birds at sea. It is the 
opinion of the Kditoral Committee that it would there- 
fore be incorrect to publish records from members ashore 
as R.N.B.W.S. records. Such records will be sent to the 
editor of the ‘Ibis’? or ‘British Birds’’ or to the 
appropriate county natural history society. However, 
in order that members should have some knowledge of 
the activities and whereabouts of each other, it is 
intended to include in this report a summary of such 
information under the headings ‘‘News from Home’’ and 
‘“News from Abroad.’’ 


Some members may be disappointed, nay even 
infuriated, to discover that their records have been 
omitted or appear in woefully abbreviated form! There 
are several reasons why this may be so. First, lack of 
space due to the limited size of the report. Second, the 
record may not have been sufficiently detailed or accurate. 
Third, the information sent may be of the kind which 
will be of considerable value in the future when data is 
required for some specific enquiry, but which is not of

sufficient interest by itself to warrant publishing now. 
We have given the possible reasons for omitting records 
in the hope that, rather than being discouraged should 
yours not appear, you will be spurred to greater efforts.

We feel, however, that if the Society can maintain the 
rate of progress it has made during its tirst year, that it 
will not be long before we are in a position to make 
interesting and valuable contributions to ornithology and 
to make bird-watching at sea one of the most popular 
pastimes in the Navy. 


Finally we should like to express our thanks to all 
members for their encouraging letters and reports and, 
on behalf of the Society, to all those people who have 
helped to give the R.N.B.W.S. such a good start. We

NOEL BEAL. 
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PHOTOGRAPHY OF BIRDS IN FLIGHT. 
by

The man in the street has little opportunity for 
the photography of birds and might well be envious of 
the chances that are to be had by those who serve afloat. 
Scapa Flow, for instance, is a wonderful place for bird- 
watching and bird photography, but most fellows in the 
Navy, when they hear they have been drafted there, give 
@ series of low moans and console themselves with the 
thought of annual leave. If only they knew how many 
enthusiastic ornithologists have longed for their 
opportunities! If the average sailor were a bird-watcher, 
he would welcome draftings to remote places—so why 
not become a bird-watcher and stop moaning? 


Bird-watching has many special sides to appeal 
to different temperaments. My own choice is the 
photography of birds in flight, and this article is written 
in the hope of arousing interest in this line. 


First you need a camera—if possible with a range- 
finder coupled with the focussing, for one cannot always 
judge the distance of a bird, especially when it is moving 
towards one or away. A speed as fast as 1/200 sec. is 
necessary, and to get the bird sharp it is essential to 
swing the camera with the bird. <A Leica or Contax 
camera is the best, especially if fitted with a telephoto 
lens. though good pictures can be obtained with cheaper 
cameras. 


Photographs of birds such as gulls, skuas, 
albatrosses and petrels following ships can often be taken 
from a ship's stern. 1f the birds won’t come near enough, 
some scraps of food may attract them. Other photos 
can be got by landing at sea-bird colonies during the 
nesting season when the birds sometimes fly round close 
overhead. By concealing yourself behind a rock you can 
often get good photos of birds returning with food for 
the young—gannets, puffins and guillimots are best 
photographed this way. 


There are many famous bird colonies all round the 
British Isles Bass Rock, Foula, The Scillies, Farne 
Island and many less well known but equally good, and 
a leave on one of these might be tried. This is how I 
have obtained most of my photos,

Many birds such as Wild Geese can be photo- 
graphed by stalking, especially with a companion who 
will work round and put the birds up over your head— 
remember that birds take off into the wind. 


Much has been learned by aeroplane designers from 
photographs of birds in flight, much of the aerodynamics 
of bird flight is unexplained and can only be interpreted 
by photography. 


If your results don’t satisfy you at first, stick at 
it, for with practice they will get better and better. 
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BIRD-WATCHING AT SEA.

The essentials of bird-watching at sea are the same 
as anywhere else, and fhey have been written in some 


detail in the R.N.B.W.S. paper entiled ‘‘Hints and 
Instructions.”’ 


The different setting does, however, produce its 
own peculiarities and difficulties. For one thing, the 
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observer is ‘fixed’? in his ship and is not free to follow 
bis quarry at will—unless of course he happens to be the 
Commanding Officer! This means that one must make 
the most of the opportunity when it arrives—so always 
carry your binoculars round your neck! 


Again, there is difficulty of making observations 
from a platform too often unsteady when the ship is in 
motion, as well as trying to contend with wind, spray 
and awkwardly placed bits of the ship’s superstructure. 
These difficulties can seldom be overcome, but allowance 
should be made for them when recording your observa- 
tions. 


It may be worthwhile to consider for a moment 
which is the best position on board ship for making 
observations — that is if we are allowed a choice! The 
auswer is, of course, that there is none. In a small ship 
the bridge might be suggested since that usually gives 
cone an uninterrupted view throughout 360 degrees. But, 
of course, unless one happens to be on duty, it is not, 
naturally enough, a popular move to overcrowd this pact 
of the ship. 


As birds differ in their habits on land, so they do 
at sea and some, notably the auks, will usually more 
easily be seen from the bow, while others, such as the 
storm-petrels, gulls, albatross, which follow a ship, are 
best observed from the stern. 


In spring and autumn it may be advantageous to 
watch the southern or northern sides according to which 
side the migrants are likely to approach. To get the 
best results from your observations watching must be 
done at a regular time each day and should if possible 
be for an unbroken period of appreciable length such as 
aw whole watch. This should be repeated each day, 
especially when on a voyage from one place to another. 
This method enables you to get a complete cross-section 
of the area traversed and gives a true impression of the 
densities of the oceanic populations as well as the number 
or types of species seen —- remembering always that sea 
and visibility conditions may affect your results. 


As one cannot be on deck all the time it is 
of considerable help to enlist the aid of your shipmates. 
In this way you will often have an unexpected observation 
brought to your notice and you will soon find these people 
will take an interest in your hobby. 
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THE SKUAS IN SHETLAND.

Shetland, a group of over one hundred deeply 
indented and rocky islands, is the most northerly part 
of the British Isles, and, lying as it does on the migration 
highway to the Arctic, can boast of a wide range of bird 
life. Latitude 60° North passes through the group, 
showing us, surprisingly enough, that they are as far 
North as Bergen in Norway. Of all the many sea birds 
ihat haunt this windswept, barren yet boldly impressive 
land, the two. breeding species of Skua — the Great Skua 
(Stercorartus s. skua) and the Arctic or Richardsons 
Skua (Stecorarius parasiticus) are most vividly remem- 
bered. They play such a great part in the island’s bird 
history, as I saw for myself, during a visit in 1946 and 
again this year. 

The Great Skua, or Bonxie to the Shetlander, has 
increased tremendously during recent years, far more 
so than its smaller and much more graceful cousin, and 
can be seen almost everywhere during the breeding 
season. Arriving at the breeding islands in April, most 
will have departed by the end of September. The pro- 
tection it has reccived has been the main cause of the 
spread from the one time stronghold of Hermaness in 
Unst. In many ways the Bonxie resembles a heavily 
built immature Great Black-backed Gull (Larus 
marinus) the single white patch on each wing makes in- 
dentification easy. i 

During June 1946, J and a friend visited several 
colonies on the Island of Yell — the largest being of 
some forty pairs, with several Arctic Skuas near by. 
This particular colony, my colleague told me was now 
double the size compared with that of 1982. The nearby 
loch presented a fine sight with many Bonxies bathing 
and generally enjoying life. How different these bold 
robbers appear when thus at ease. It was at this colony 
that we had a fine example of the well-known mobbing 
tactics employed-by the species. One bird which we were 
endeavouring to photograph was unusally hostile, and it 
was positively dangerous to stay near the nest for long. 
My friend, while assisting me into the hide was hit full 
on the side of the face, removing his glasses — this was 
far more than the usual ‘“‘leg flick’? as the approaching 
bird whips low over one’s head. How ungainly these 
great birds are when walking on the ground; my bird 
approached its eggs with a heavy nautical roll! 
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The increase of the Great Skua has produced fresh 
difficulties for other interesting species. That delightful 
breeding wader, the Whimbrel (Nwmenius p. phwopus) 
is now hard-pressed by the egg-thieving activities of both 
Skuas, more especially by the smaller Arctic Skua. We 
could find no sign of nesting Whimbrel on Yell during 
1946, and Hascossay has for several years been without 
breeding pairs due to the Skua menace. There are now 
only two islands on which the ‘‘Titteral’’ still breeds, 
and its continued presence can only be maintained if the 
Skuas do not become too numerous. The Red throated 
Diver (Colymbus stellatus) although common on Yell and 
North Mainland has had a hard time at the hands of 
these birds, especially as so many appear to nest on the 
‘“‘dubbh lochs’? close by, or even in the middle of the many 
Skua colonies. J do not absolve the many Hooded Crows 
(Corvus c. cornix) from guilt but they are not the main 
culprits. 

The Arctic Skua or Scootie to the Crofters, is one 
of the most graceful of birds, putting the clumsy Bonxie 
to shame. Although the Arctic can be seen all over 
Shetland, numbers do not seem to have increased so 
rapidly. In some areas of Yell there was a decrease 
since 1932 but the increased numbers of Bonxie may well 
have altered the local distribution of the less powerful 
bird. How typically part of the peat bogs and rolling 
hills is the wailing call note which is ever to be heard. 
Although some observers confirm that this Skua is the 
more determined mobber — this was certainly not my 
experience in 1946, but individual birds vary tremend- 
ously. 

We saw many good examples of the pale phase in 
this species. Asa result of local counts the approximate 
figure of 259% pale birds was reached, which confirmed 
observations by another observer a few years ago. This 
tigure of course rapidly increases in higher latitudes, 
untii about 90% pale phase is found in Spitzbergen- 
During a very short visit to that land in 1942, I did not 
see a single example of the dark phase. 

The Pomatorhine Skua (Stercorarius pomarinus) 
and Long-tailed Skua (Stercorarious longicaudus) both 
breeders from the high North are recorded on Autumn 
migration, the latter species being the rarer of the two. 
The Long-tailed or Buffons Skua struck me as by far the 
most graceful of the Skua family. I saw several of these 
birds well out to sea off Jan Mayan, and was particu- 
iarly struck by their ease of flight and attractive long 
tail streamers. 
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BIRDS SEEN ON TRIP AROUND THE COAST OF 
SOUTH AMERICA, INCLUDING THE FALKLAND 
ISLANDS. 

DECEMBER 31st 1946 to APRIL 15th, 1947

The following is the record of a daily log kept 
during a voyage from Bermuda through the Panama 
Canal, around South America including the Falkland 
Tslands and back up the east coast to Bermuda. 


December 31st, 1946 — We left Bermuda. 

January ist, 1947 -- The only bird seen was a Dusky 
(Puffinus assimilis) or Sooty Shearwater (Puffinus 
griseus), 

January 2nd — When approaching’ the West Indies, the 
Magnificent Frigate Bird (Fregata magnificens) 
appeared, in the neighbourhood of Caicos and Turks 
island. 

January 3rd — The Magniticent Frigate Bird was again 
present with the Bos’un or Tropic Bird ang Sooty Shear- 
water. When approaching Port Kingston, Jamaica, 
we met for the first time the Brown Pelican (Pelecanus 
occidentalis) and what I believe to be the Caspian Tern 
‘Hydroprogne caspia), 

January 6th — On leaving Jamaica, bound for the 
Panama Canal, the only birds seen were the Caspian 
Tern and the Brown Pelican. 


The Carribean, between Jamaica and the Canal, 
was surprisingly quite birdless, except for four unident- 
ified Shearwaters 


January 9th — In the Panama Canal Arca 
The following birds were seen :— 
Magnificent Frigate Bird 
Blue-faced Booby (Sula dactylatra) 
Brown Booby (Sula leucogasira) 
Laughing Gull (Larus atricilla) 
Brown Pelican 


Nine 


January 10th — South from Panama — down the 
South American Coast 


We were followed by Laughing Gulls all day. 
January 11th — Quite birdless. 


January 12th — Birdless, except on one occasion when 
some whales were sighted in the distance accompanied 
by “Small Black Birds’? (Wilson’s Storm-Petrel?) 
(Oceanites oceanicus). 


January 15th — Lima 
On approaching Lima, when we were at the top 
of the Humboldt Current, birds started to appear in 
great numbers :— 
Cormorants 
Boobies 
Pelicans 


Lima has a first class Bird Museum of which most 
of the local inhabitants are totally unaware. 


It was interesting to note the great similarity 
between the birds just south of the Equator in this 
continent, to those in the same latitude in East Africa. 


January 19th — Before leaving Callao, I went away in 
the barge and saw a hillside that appeared to be black 
with small bushes, which on getting near proved to be 
thousands of Cormorants, the Red-legged’ (Phalacrocorax 
gaimardi) and the Guanay Cormorant (Phalacrocorax 
bougainvillet), the Peruvian Booby (Sula variegata) and 
the Chilean Pelican (Pelecanus thagus). 


In the harbour, we met a most interesting new 
Tern, the Inca Tern (Larosterna inca) with a strange 
white whisk of feathers coming out of the side of his 
dark grey head. The Laughing Gull completes the list 
of birds seen in the Callao vicinity. 


January 20th — On leaving Callao for Antofagasta 


Birds seen on passage, in addition to those 
mentioned in the harbour, were :— 


Grey-backed Shearwater (Puffinus bullert) 
Sooty Shearwater (Puffinus griscus) 
Large flocks of the Peruvian Diving Petrel 
(Pelecanoides garnoti) 
Galapagos Storm-Petrel (?) (Oceanodroma 
tethys) 
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January 21st -— The Sooty Storm-Petrel (Oceanodroma 
markhami) was seen. A  Hornby’s Storm-Petrel 
(Gceanodroma hornbyi), so called after Admiral Hornby, 
who brought one home to the British Museum in 1870, 
flew on board. It revived in my cabin on whisky and 
salt water! 


January 22nd — On approaching Antofagasta. 
Large numbers of Grey Gulls (Larus modestus) 
appeared, one Albatross and many Petrels. 


January 25th —- Going down the Chilean Coast from 
Antofagasta to Valpariso, whenever we were more than 
ten or sixteen miles from the coast, few birds were seen. 
Saw one Albatross and one Shearwater. 


January 26th — When passing near Choros and Pajaros 
Islands, in latitude 29° south, we passed at one time 
through one enormous concourse which must have con- 
sisted of perhaps a million sea-birds. They appeared 
to be :— 
Giant Petrel (Mucronectes giganteus) 
Yellow-nosed Albatross (?) (halassarche 
chlororhyncha) 
Peruvian Booby 
Southern Black-backed Gull (Larus dominicanus) 
Chilean Pelican (Pelecanus thagus) 
Sooty Shearwater (fuffinus griseus) 
Brown Petrel (Adamastor cinereus) or 
Pink-footed Shearwater (Puffinus creatopus) 
Schlegel’s Petrel (Pterodroma incerta) 
January 29th — Valpariso 
In the harbour there only seemed to be the 
Southern Black-backed Gull, and both kinds of 
Cormorant. The social life and social duties did not 
leave inuch time for bird-watching! 
February 2nd —- Valpariso to Talcahano 
Only the Wandering Albatross (Diomedea exulans) 
was seen when approching Talcahano. Arriving at 
Talcahano we saw :— 
The White Chinned Petrel (Procellaria 
aequinoctialis) 
Wandering Albatross (Diomedea exulans) 
Franklin’s Gull (Larus pipixcan) 


February 10th — Puerto Montt 
The Humboldt Penguin (Spheniscus humboldti) 
was seen. 
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February 11th — From Puerto Montt to Punta Arenas 


We were followed by the Southern Black-backed 
Gull, which was to accompany us henceforth nearly 
through our voyage, until leaving the coast of Brazil. 
Also seen were :-— 


The Black-browed Albatross (Thalussarche 
melanophrys) 
Many Prions, probably the Thin-billed Prion 
(Pachyptila belcheri) 
in latitude 44°30’ south :— 
The Wandering Albatross 
The Giant Pelrel (which was continuously with 
us in great numbers until after leaving the Falkland 
Islands). 


February 12th — Between 44° and 50° south 
Saw :— 


Three Albatross; Wandering, Black-browed and 
Yellow-nosed 

White-chinned Petrel 

Sooty Shearwater (which appeared to be the 

commonest of all birds during the passage down 

Ohilean Coast) 

Silver-grey Petrel (Priocella antarctica) 

Wilson’s Storm-Petrel (Oceanites oceanicus) 


February 13th —- On passing through the Magellan 
Straits 
A grey dark stormy day with the glaciers coming 
down the Strait. Saw :— 
Giant Petrel 
Southern Black-backed Gull 
Wandering Albatross 
Black-browed Albatross 
Blue-eyed Cormorant (Phalacrocoraxz atriceps) 
Wilson’s Storm-Petrel 
Southern Skua (Catharacta antarctica) 


February 14th — Panta Arenas 


Much the same birds were around the ship in some 
numbers with the addition of presumably the South 
American Tern (Sterna hirundinacea), very similar to 
our Common Tern (Sterna hirundo), and the Patagonian 
Black-headed Gull (Larus maculipennis), 
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February 1ith — On passage Punta Arenas to Falklands 


In the Second and First Narrows, many of the 
following were seen :— 


South American Terns 
Artic or Swallow-tailed Terns (Sterna 
paradisea or Sterna vittata) 
Southern or Dark Skua (Catharacta antarctica 
or Catharacta lonnbergi) 


February 19th — While passing through the Falkland 
Island’s Channel 
Saw the following :— 
Many Terns 
Black browed Albatross 
While we caught on board in Port William 
Harbour, Falkland :— 


Wilson’s Storm Petrel 
The Grey-backed Storm-Petrel (Garrodia 
nereis) 
Blue Petrel (Halobaena coerulea) 
These birds flew on board into the lights at night. 
After housing them for the night I launched them the 
next morning on the water and they flew away. 


February 20th — On the Tussac Islands, Falkland 
Saw the following :— 
Magellan Gull (Leucophaeus scoresbyt) “largely 
terrestial” W. B. Alexander in ‘‘Birds of the 
Ocean.”’ 
Magellan Cormorant (Phalacrocorax 
magellanicus) 
Magellan Penguin (Spheniscus magellanicus) 
During our stay at Falklaiids, around the ship 
all day were very large numbers of Giant Petrels and 
Southern Black-backed Gulls, after offal from the ship, 
und nothing else dare facée these monsters. 


February 23rd — We visited the Rookeries of the Rock- 
hopper (Hudyptes chrysocome) and Gentoo Penguins 
(Pygoscelis papua), saw a specimen of the Macaroni 
Penguin (Hudyptes chrysolophus) and visited many of the 
breeding burrows of the Magellan Penguin (Spheniscus 
magellanicus). 


February 25th — Sailed from the Falkland Islands in 
rough weather, and after clearing the Islands, no birds 
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seen until approaching the River Plate where a very 
Jarge flock of Greater Shearwater (Pujfinus gravis) was 
met. Few birds were seen in the River Plate area, 
except for an occasional Southern Black-backed Gull. 


March 13th —- Steaming up the South coast of Brazil 

Several Greater Shearwaters, an Albatross and 
many Schlegels Petrel (Pterodroma incerta) followed the 
ship all day. 


March 14th — Brazilian Coast — Latitude 28° South 
Saw three Brown Boobies (Sula lewcogastra). 


March 15th — Santos — Few birds seen except Southern 
Black-backed Gull. 


March 20th — Rio de Janeiro — Few birds except Frigate 
Birds, Boobies and Southern Black-backed Gulls. 


March 27th — Passage Rio de Janeiro to Recife 
(Pernambuco) 
Only white-tailed Tropic Birds (Phacthon lepturus) 
seen, 


April 1st — from Recife to the North 

After sailing, not one bird in sight. For three 
days the most birdless area of the oceans I have 
encountered. 


April 4th — Latitude 5° North — Shearwaters, probably 
Greater Shearwater, appeared in large flocks, also Sooty 
Tern. 


April 5th — in full moon — Heard and saw Sooty Terns 
over the bridge at night calling exactly as they do in the 
Indian Ocean. 


April 6th — Approaching Trinidad — 
Saw the following :—

COAST FROM 25th APRIL TO 4th MAY, 1947.

I was fortunate to be serving in H.M.S Diadem 
when that ship formed part of the escort to H.M.S. 
Vanguard during the Royal Tour to South Africa. 
Doubly fortunate in fact for during the latter half of 
April I found myself in an ideal position to observe a 
fraction of that great northerly movement of birds which 
takes place each Spring. 

There is little previous literature on the Spring 
movement of birds off the North-West African coast 
although Bannerman (B.O.C. Bulletin vol. LII pp. 52— 
55) has given an account of numbers of small migrants 
found dead on the Roque del Este off Lanzarote, Canary 
Islands in 1931 during the Autumn passage, when most 
of the species which I saw were recorded by him on that 
occasion. Meinertzhagen (Ibis 1925, pp. 600—621) states 
that Maderia is, apparently, outside the regular line of 
migration up and down the African coast, whereas the 
Canary Islands can be said to fall within that line. 

Neither of these two references (and I can find no 
other relevant ones) deal with observations of birds made 
at sea during the Spring. The paucity of information 
on this subject has encouraged me to offer the observa- 
tions which follow. 


Most of the birds seen remained on board for a 
considerable time, some even allowing themselves to be 
caught and examined in the hand, which greatly assisted 
me in identifying them. Six birds which died (possibly 
from exhaustion) were sent back to the R.N.B.W.S. and 
identified by Captain Grant of the Bird Room of the 
Natural History Museum. 


The distance that some birds were encountered 
off the coast (up to seventy miles), especially those south 
of 15° South when clear of the Cape Verde Islands is, 
for me, puzzling. Admittedly I was only able to keep a 
rough record of local weather conditions so the general 
conditions prevailing in the area must be considered 
before any conclusions can be reached on this point. 
Editors’ Note:— The Air Ministry has promised to 
supply the general weather conditions. 
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2. Captain C. H. B. Grant and Mr. J. D. Macdonald 
kindly identified and examined the dead birds, which 
were sent back. 

3. On 2th April, 1947 H.M.S. Triumph, while in 
company with Diadem, and half way between the African 
coast and the Canary Islands, was visited by twelve 
Yellow Wagtails (Motacilla flava). (Sea Records refer).

NEWS FROM ABROAD. 


From Northern Greece. Lieutenant G. C. Leslie, R.N. 
writes as follows :— 

‘While in Piraeus Harbour on 22nd December, 
1946, 1 saw an adult Great Crested Grebe (Podiceps 
cristatus)....................On the 24th December the ship 
called at Kavalla eighty miles east of Salonika The 
first morning I was presented with a live Black-necked 
Grebe (Podiceps nigricollis), the upturned bill was 
very noticeable and before letting it go I[ took the 
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following measurements — Bill 20 mm, — Tarsus — 35 
mm, Wing—120 mm. On the marshes. near Kavalla the 
following ‘birds were seen :— 


20 Pelican (Pelecanus). Not close enough to tell 
whether they were the Eastern White (Pelecanus 
onocrotalus) or the Dalmatian (Pelecanus 
crispus). 

10 Great White. Heron (Eqretta alba). Seen 
singly and in pairs. 

15 Common Heron (Ardea cinerea). 

2000 White-fronted Geese (Anser albifrons). 
Probably divided into about ten to twelve flocks. 
Gadwall (Anas strepera). 

Teal (Anas erecca). This specie seemed, to be the 
most numerous of the Duck family. 

Goosander Clfergus mcrganser). 

Pintail (Anas acuta), 


Two Great Crested Grebe and one Black-necked 
Grebe were also seen on these marshes.’’ 


From Malta. On 9th April two Hoopoes (Upupa cpops) 
seen in the vicinity of Ghajn Tuffieha. (D.F.W). 


From Filfla Island. Lieutenant M. J. Luxmoore-Duff, 
RN. writes:— “I visited the small Island of Filfla off 
the south coast of Malta on May 11th, 1947 and feel it 
may be of interest to record the birds seen. Before the 
War this island was a breeding place for Shearwaters. 
During the War it was used as a bombardment target 
and as been used as such quite recently. Five Yellow- 
Jegged Gulls (Larus cachinnans) were seen and an old 
Gull’s nest found. Only six Shearwaters were seen in 
the whole dav, including the sea passage to and from 
Valetta and I am fairly certain that they were not nest- 
ing on the island as an extensive search was made which 
produced two old nests and four very dead Shearwaters. 


A dead Red-footed Falcon (Falco v. vespertinus) 
was found, probably shot and wounded on the mainland, 


A Hoopoe (Upupa epops) was seen; I had not seen 
one on the mainland for over a month and thought they 
had left. 

A Wheatear (Oenanthe oenanthe) a Black-eared 
Wheatear (Oenanthe hispanica) and a _ Stonechat 
(Saxicola torquata) were the only small birds on the 
island, seven Turtle-Doves (Streptopelia turtur) were 
fiying round the island during the afternoon and four 
Ringed Plover (Charadrius hiaticula) appeared in the 
evening.”’
